Acreage  planted  to  cotton  In  Alabama  aaring  the  past  10  years  has  Tarled 
from  2,144,000  acres  in  1934  to  3,599,000  acres  in  1929.  Bie  small  acreage  in 
1934  resulted  in  large  part  from  acreage  redactions  under  contract  with  the 
Agricoltural  Adjustasnt  idainistration*  ipproximately  816,500  acres  of  cotton 
were  plowed  up  uzMier  the  terms  of  the  first  cotton  program  in  1933. 

Yield  per  acre  during  the  period  has  varied  from  148  pounds  in  1932  to 
289  pounds  in  1937.   In  1932  yields  were  low  because  of  decreased  applications 
of  fertilizer  and  material  weevil  damage.   In  1928,  when  the  yield  was  only 
150  pounds,  there  was  excessive  rainfall  daring  April  and  J\ine,  which  delayed 
planting,  interfered  with  cultivation,  and  favored  weevil  activity.  Yields 
since  1934  have  been  relatively  hi£^,  due  to  increased  use  of  fertilizer, 
lower  weevil  dasnge,  relatively  late  falls,  and  the  use  of  the  better  lands  for 
cotton.  The  yield  in  1937  set  an  all  time  record. 

Production  of  cotton  is  expressed  in  500  pound  e^ivalent  gross  wei^t 
bales  and  has  varied  from  947,000  bales  in  1932  to  1,631,000  bales  in  1937. 
As  previously  stated,  1932  was  a  year  of  low  yields  and  1937  of  record  yields. 

In  general,  acreage,  yield,  and  production  tended  to  vary  in  the  countiei 
in  conformity  with  the  State,  althou^  in  some  years  significant  departures 
occurred,  particularly  in  yield  per  acre. 

The  estimates  of  production  are  based  upon  the  ginnings  within  eadh 
county  as  rerported  to  the  U.  3.  Bureau  of  the  Census  with  adjustments  for 
CT0B9F*0OQXity  movement  of  seed  cotton* 

Cie  estimates  of  acreage  planted  are  based  upon  the  censuses  of  1925, 
1930,  and  1935,  available  data  from  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration 
for  the  years  1933  to  1937,  inclusive,  and  current  reports  from  crop  reporters 
relating  to  cotton  acreage  in  each  year* 

The  estimates  of  yield  per  acre  are  based  iiqpon  yields  confmted  from 
acres  and  bales  reported  to  the  census  in  census  years  and  \:q>on  current  re- 
ports from  crop  reporters  relating  to  yield  in  each  year* 

Ttie   estimates  of  acreage  planted  and  of  yield  per  acre  naturally  needed 
to  be  reconciled  with  the  estimates  of  production  in  such  manner  as  to  give 
a  consistent  series  of  estimates  of  acreage  and  of  yield  per  acre*
